The 
“Ice King’? had served two years of a 
15-year sentence for violation of the Fed- 
eral banking laws during his spectacu- 
lar financial career. 
The commutation 
fives Morse his complete freedom—but 
Which, unlike a pardon, does not restore 
his civil rights—was granted upon recom- 
mendation of Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham and Surgeon-General Torney of 

the United States Army. 

According to the Surgeon-General’s re- 
port to the President Morse could not 
live one month longer in confinement, 
and even at liberty, would not live six 
months. 

White House Statement, 

The White House statement grant- 
ing freedom to Morse follows: 

“The President this afternoon com- 
muted the sentence of Charles W. 
Morse to expire at once. This action 
was taken upon the recommendation 
of the Attorney-General, based on the 
following report of Surgeon-General 
Torney. 

““A careful review of these re- 
ports makes it clear to my mind that 
he is suffering from a combination 
of diseases due to degenerative 
changes, which are incurable and 
progressive. The reports show that 
both the condition of the kidneys and 
the heart are growing worse. I re- 
gard the attack of cardiac dyspnoea,

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 19.—Gov., 


Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey left 
Detroit early today on a brief speech- 
making tour through Ann Arbor and 
Grand Rapids. He was convoyed by a 
Squad of reporters anxious for a state- 
ment on the controversy which has 
eliminated Harper's Weekly as_ the 
chief supporter of «he Princeton man’s 


candidacy for President. So far he has 
contented himself with the statement 
that Col. Henry Watterson is a fine 
old gentleman. 

Gov. Wilson let it be understood he 
had read the Kentuckians statement 
ard was sti)] thinking it over, and that 
he might make a reply to it after he 
had thoroughly digested it. Although 
newspaper men were calling on him 
frequently when he was not making his 
three public addresses, he declined to 
be quoted while here. 

A host of Democratic politicians from 
up-State reinforced those of Detroit 
who called to bid the Governor wel- 
ecme to the State. Among them there 
was no adverse comment on his course. 
Several were outspoken in his defense, 
among them National Committeeman 
&. O. Wood and former Congressman 
Alfred Lucking of Detroit. 

“There was absolutely nothing in the 
ircident to reflect on Gov. Wilson,” 
said Lucking. ‘“‘He was asked a direct 
question and he answered it honestly 
and straightforwardly. A truthful man 
could have made no other reply, and 
one thing that stands out among Gov. 
Wilson’s characteristics is his truth- 
fulness, 

“His reply to Col. Harvey stated only 
what everyone in the country who pays 
attention to politics knows to be a fact. 
Watterson himself admits the truth of the 
assertion that Harper's Weekly was 
injuring Gov. Wilson's candidacy by 
supporting him. The incident will help 
rather than injure Gov. Wilson.”’ 

Gov. Wilson arrived just in time to 
keep his engagement at the Board of 
Commerce luncheon. ‘‘My visit to Ore- 
gon and my observation at first hand 
of the direct legislation law there,’’ he 


might well have admonished Gov. 
Wilson that brilliant as are the lit-

“One standard type of schoo] house,” 
he says, “would save the cost of addi- 
tional plans, but I am sure those who 
Own property around the neighborhood 
would prefer-to have something new anJ 
better, if possible, when a school house 
is to be built.” 

The amount now in the banks to the 
credit of the School Board is $2,159,156.44, 
according to a statement issued Friday 
by President Cave, who says this is 
more money than the board ever before 
had in its surplus fund. 

In regard to the contract with Archi- 
tect William B. Ittner, he says it has 
proved less expensive than when Ittner 
was paid a salary of $6000 a year and 
the expense of a drafting room force 
was paid by the city. 

In 1908-09 for plans and building su- 
pervision the board paid $80,800. Under 
the new plan of a percentage the board 
paid in 1909-10, $68,209.

POLITICAL “GRATITUDE.” 

That he was rude, that he was tactless, that he 
was ungrateful—this is the substance of Col. Wat- 
terson’s indictment of Gov. Woodrow Wilson in 
connection with the incident which caused the 
“parting of the ways” between the Governor and 
his erstwhile ardent supporter, Col. George Har- 
vey, editor of Harper’s Weekly. 

The difference, according to Col. Watterson’s 
testimony, arose because of a certain restraint 
and austerity, “an absence of that cordiality and 
candor which should mark hearty confidential in- 
tercourse.” Yet Gov. Wilson was quite candid in 
the crisis of the affair. When Col. Harvey asked 
him the direct question whether the support of 
Harper’s Weekly was doing him an injury, the 
Governor bluntly answered that it was. 

This reply was tactless, but it was frank and 
truthful. Col. Watterson himself testifies to its 
correctness. He says that he suggested to Gov. 
Wilson in October that in view of “his supposed 
environment” it might be well for Col. Harvey to 
moderate the aggressive character of Harper’s 
Weekly in the Wilson leadership. He thinks he 
made a similar remark to Col. Harvey. Does any- 
one doubt that the aggressive support of Harper’s 
Weekly has injured Gov. Wilson’s candidacy? In 
the beginning of the Governor’s political career 
he was under grave suspicion of Wall street alli- 
ances on account of Col. Harvey’s support. When 
Wall street found the Governor “unreliable,” the 
continued gupport of his candidacy by Harper's 
Weekly was a puzzle to the fountry. It aroused 
suspicion of a political “game.” 


Soon or late, a “break” between Harper’s Week-/ 


ly and the Wilson forces was inevitable. It was 
impossible without self-stultification for Gov. Wil- 
son to be under the leadership of Harper’s Weekly 
or to submit to its control. Doubtless Col. Har- 
vey feels some relief in being extricated from an 
untenable position between the Wall street for- 
tress and the Wilson batteries. 

Col. Watterson finds no political offense in Gov. 
Wilson, but emphasizes his bluntness, lack of 
tact and insengibility to obligation. “In point of 
intellect and availability,” he says, “I yet think 
Col. Harvey made no mistake in his choice of a 
candidate.” But he doubts whether in “character 
and temperament—it may be merely in the habits 
of a lifetime—Gov. Wilson is not rather a school- 
master than a statesman.” 

There is no menace to the country in the habits 
ofa schoolmaster—they often blend admirably 
with the qualities of a statesman. But did not 
Col. Watterson mean to say “politician” instead 
of “statesman?” This mistake is indicated by bis 
remark that the Governor’s treatment of Col. 
Harvey, who had given him ardent support, left 
him (Col. Watterson) “little room to doubt that 
Gov. Wilson is not a man who makes common 
cause with his political associates, or is deeply 
sensible of his political obligations.” 

But this was the indictment brought against 
Gov. Wilson by. James Smith Jr., Demo- 
cratic boss of New Jersey. He charged that the 
Governor was rude, tactless, ungrateful and 
lacked a proper sense of political obligations to 
political associates. He found that he was not a 
workable partner in politics. Because the Gov- 
ernor repudiated Boss Smith’s claim to ownership 
and control on account of his political support, and 
insisted that his obligation to the public was 
paramount to his obligation to the boss, he was 
branded as a brutal ingrate, unworthy of the con- 
fidence and support of political leaders. 

This was the sum of Gov. Wilson’s offending 
against Mr. Joline, Mr. Pyne and other wealthy 
Princetonians who tried to stop the Governor’s 
efforts to democratize Princeton University by 
abolishing the snobbish club s;stem. Because he 
did not submissively yield his convictions to the 
will of the men who supplied the money for the 
college he was damned in every New York club 
as a treacherous demagogue. 

“Jim” Smith's failure to reap the fruits of 
bossism because of Gov. Wilson's woeful lack of 
“gratitude,” has made the Governor unpopular 
with all Democratic bosses. They are eager to 
seize upon the Joline incident and the Harvey 
“break” as proofs of his unavailabilitg. 

It is not likely that public oy=aton of Gov. Wil- 
son's fitness for the presidency will be deter- 
mined by Col. Harvey’s yersonal feelings towards 
him or Col. Watterson’s criticism of his politica] 
manners. Nor will the people be deeply moved 
by charges that Gov. Wilson’s public conscience 
is not smothered by a sense of personal obligation 
to political associates. 

Political ‘‘gratitude’’ is a dangerous virtue 
in public men.

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TAFT ON EXTRAVAGANCE. 

When Andrew Jackson had been long enough in 
the White House to learn how things are usually 
done in Government departments, he said some- 
thing very much like this: 

There is need of reorganization of the Goy- 
ernment departments, a consolidation and a 
weeding out of bureaus that overlap in their 
work; scores of “local offices” throughout the 
country should be abolished and hundreds of 
political appointees who do little work should 
be taken off the pay roll. 


This is not exactly what Jackson said. It is 
the exact language President Taft now uses when 
he finds that the Government service under his 
administration is too bad and too extravagant to 
be tolerated. Hence after using this emphatic, 
Jacksonian language he recommends an appro- 
priation of a quarter of a million dollars for his 
“Economy Commission” on the ground that its 
“initial work has been well done.” 

This initial work consisted of finding out the 
need for reform which the’President and most 
other people know already. Another method in 
initial work for reform is to begin with an 
axe and keep on using it until the desired re- 
form is shown to be in process of beginning by 
the test of economy in saving the salaries of 
those who are not earning them. But a Presi- 
dent who uses only cutting words is not making 
even the initial step in cutting expenses by 
recommending increased appropriations for com- 
missions to educate himself in what he knows 
ought to be done.

Promise to Do Their Utmost to 
Prevent any Cause for U. S.

HAVANA, Jan. 19.—The President of 
the republic made known the note sent 
by the United 
jaeas as to the most suitable way of 
reaching an agreement inspired by pa- 
triot:sm, with a view to taking away 
from the American Government the 
slightest pretext for intervening in our 
affairs, 

Responding to the patriotic suggestion 
ef the President, speeches were made 
by the President of the Chamber of 
Representatives, the president of the 
Conservative party, Gonzalez Lanuza: 
Freire de Andrade, President of the 
Senate; Vice-President of the Republic 
Secades, Representative Coyula, Presi- 
dent of tne National Council of Vet- 
erans Lopez Rovirosa, Col. Galvez, ed- 
jtor of La Discusion and others, all of 
them expressing themselves to the ef- 
fect that as many sacrifices as neces- 
sary should be m-de in order to pre- 
serve the republic and uphold its insti- 
tutions. 

The meeting ended with a general 
roanifestation of decided patriotism, 
which caused the President of the re- 
public to state that he felt full of op- 
timism, because he had ‘ound in his 
old companions and sn all the persons 
who had gathered together the firmest 
and most decided purpose to save the 
rapublie, as was to be expected of these 
wh: professed love for the Cuban 
fatherland. 

The principal generals of the revolu- 
tion have been summoned and the note 
from the American Government will be 
given to them. Their advice will ve 
heard and unconditional co-operation 
requested. Our Government desires to 
take action with the co-operation of 
th valued element of our country. 
Perfect order prevails and our Gov- 
ernment. has ample means at its com- 
rrand to purish severely those who at- 
tcmpt to disturb public order.

of John Bancroft Jr. against Madeline 
du Pont Bancroft, daughter of <A. I. 
du Pont, a birth certificate giving the 
mame of ‘‘Max Heibler jr.” to the child 
born to Mrs. Bancroft While she and 
her husband were living as husband 
and wife. 


The Court admitted five letters which 
passed between Mrs. Bancroft and Max 
Heibler, the German student who is 
named jointly with the child as co- 
respondent. 

The Court warned all members of the 
bar and court officers that no inkling 
of what passed behind the closed doors 
should be made public, under penalty 
of disbarment or dismissal. But the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent gained a 
full and authentic recital of the testi- 
mony. 

Medical experts have testified it would 
have been impossible for the husband 
to have been father of the boy, because 
Mrs. Bancroft had been in Europe for 
many months while her husband was 
in this city. 

Defense Alleges Cajolery. 

The plaintiff offered the birth certifi- 
cate. The defense contended that al- 
though the name Max Heibler Jr. was 
in the handwriting of the mother, she 
had been cajoled into signing it. 

The letters from Heibler were a part 
of a batch of 69 now in the possession of 
the Bancrofts which were received by 
Mrs. Bancroft before the birth of the 
child. The court refused to accept them 
as evidence concerning the legitimacy of 
the baby, but accepted them to show 
that Mrs. Bancroft and Heibler had 
lived as husband and wife. 

When John T. Terry of New York, at- 
torney for Bancroft, received the Court’s 
permission to read a few of the letters 
the chambers grew silent. ‘‘These let- 
ters,’’ he said, ‘‘are positive evidence 
of the truth of the contentions we are 
making to this court.’’ They were all 
written in German and were read by an 
interpreter. 

The first letter opened with “‘My dear 
wife” and closed with “A parting kiss 
from your affectionate husband.” It 
spoke of the child that was to be born, 
told of plans for the future and ex- 
pressed the ardent hope that they might 
soon be together. 

Three more letters ran along in the 
same strain, but the fifth was of a dif- 
ferent nature. Heibler described to Mrs. 
Bancroft a little excursion he had just 
‘aken. He described the mountains, the 
scr ery and a young woman companion. 
He said it began to rain suddenly and 
before he and the girl could reach shel- 
ter they were drenched to the skin, They 
had been forced to remove their cloth- 
ing in the woods and he had kissed his 
companion, ‘‘only,” he added, “‘because 
you were not there.’’ He wrote: “There 
C: be no sin in the mountains,” and 
continued, “Then I stood with my breast 
bared to the sun and thought of you.” 
Mrs. Bancroft’s attorneys have out- 
lined a defense based on collusion, coer- 
cion and condonation. 


Bancroft Also In Accused. 
The correspondent was informed on 


reliable authority that the defendant's 
lawyers hope to prove Bancroft is guilty 
of infidelity, and for this purpose they 
nave brought from Germany Emma Do)l- 
linger, a young woman who will testify 
today concerning his career in Munich. 
The Dollinger woman's testimony was 
outlined in a counter-bill presented to 
the court by Mrs. Bancroft. In the 
event they are successful the suit prob- 
ably will be th¢own out of court. 
Young Bancroft’s millionaire father 
testified that his daughter-In-law had 
confessed to him her relations with the 
young German when she turned over to 
him some of the letters that Heibler had 
written. Bancroft swore his daughter- 
in-law told him she gave up the letters 
because she wanted to make reparation 
to his family for the wrong and trouble 
that had befallen them as the aftermath 
of her runaway marriage with John Jr. 
After the birth of her child, the older 
Bancroft said he had cabled to Heibler 
to come over and care for Mrs. Ban- 
croft Jr. This, he said, was done at her 
request and her name Was signed to the 
cable. Heibler did not answer. This 
message was sent after young Bancroft 
had left his wife. 

John Bancroft Jr. told the story of his 
romantic marriage, his happy married 
life and the manner in which his dreams 
were shattered when he discovered the 
German student's relations with his 
wife. 


Hetbler Was His Clase Friend. 
Helbler and Bancroft had been close 


friends. Attorneys for the defense asked 
him how he retaliated on his former 
friend when he found the letters the 
German had written to Mrs. Bancroft. 

‘Tl told him our friendship was at an 
end,”’ replied the narrow-chested youth. 
Bancroft told the court his wife had 
fled from their home in this city about 
two months before the child was born. 
He found her at the Belmont Hoetel in 
New York. He said she had made a}!
